UNDER FIRE 


Fourth Ohio in a Skirmish 


With the Spaniards. 


Three Members of the Regiment 


Wounded but None Seriously in a 


Skirmish Last Friday. 


Dispatches in Sunday papers an- 


nounce that the Fourth O. V. I. was 
under fire last Friday for the lirst 
time and that three p'rivates, named 
Gordon, Walcott and Riffe, of the 
regiment, were wounded slightly. 


The Fourth O. V. I. was in the ad- 


vance guard of Gen. Brooke's army, 
a high tribute to the general efficiency 
of the regiment. 
The advance was 


pushing forward to occupy Guyama, 
when a force of about five hundred 
Spaniards, the garrison of the town, 
was encountered. 
There was a sharp 


skirmish, when the Spanish retreated 
with the loss of one killed and two 
wounded. Gen. Haines, commanding 
the division to which the Fourth be- 
longs, 
has. established 
his head- 


quarters at Guyarua. 
Gen. Brooke 


proposes to march his army across 
the island, to take up his position 
near San Juan, and dispatches state 
that he will probably be able to oc- 
cupy his position unmolested. 


The three men injured belong to 


the Columbus company. One of them, 
Riffe, was formerly a street car con- 
ductor and later an insurance agent. 
He joined the Columbus company to 
keep from marrying a widow, Mrs. 
Frank, with whom he boarded. She 
tried to keep him out of the army. 


Another dispatch says that Gen. 


Haines was ordered to occupy Guya- 
ma and that "the Fourth Ohio and 
Third Illinois were ordered out, the 
Fourth Ohio in advance. 
It was 


known that troops of Spanish calvary 
were about. 
The advance was made 


for a mile. 
When the Fourth Ohio 


reached a cut between a mountain 
and a steep hill a hail of Spanish 
bullets 
whistled over tlieir heads. 


The guards fell back, lireing as" they 
went, and the main body hurried 
forward, firing up the hillsides. 


Suddcuy a barricade across the 


road loomed up from behind which a 
hundred shots were fired all in a min- 
ute. 
The American troops were in 


hailing distance but 
the 
bullets 


passed over their heads. 


General Haines ordered deploying 


parties up the hillsides and the firing 
ceased 
immediately. What became 


of the Spanisli behind the barricade 
is a mystery. 
Wiien our men reached 


the top of the hill the Spanish made 
a second stand but it was of short 
duration. 
It was this rally that 


wounded our men. 
The 
wounded 


were Privates Gordon, Kiffe aud Wal- 
cott, 
The wounds are not fatal. 


At 11 o'clock the troops 
entered 


the town. 
The place looked like a 


deserted city. 
No a person was in 


sight. 
Finally the whole town ran 


out and embraced the soldiers while 
crying, 
"Vive 
los 
Americanos!" 


The stars and stripes were raised over 
the public building. The Spaniards 
returned and fired into the city. The 
Ohio 
troops turned dynamite guns 


on them and they fled."

A new case just filed in the county 


clerk's office is that of John M. Wall 
vs. Anselm T. Holcomb, as adminis- 
trator of the estate of George Davis, 
deceased. 
He brinsg suit *to recover 


over 814,000. "Oscar W. Kewmaa is 
his attorney. The petition is ex- 
planatory as to past, present and 
future. 
It alleges that on or about 


January 14, 1894, George Daivs died 
intestate;, that on January 19th, 
1894, A. T. Holcomb was appointed 
administrator of the Davis estate and 
is still the duly^qualified and acting 
administrator;"that on or about De- 
cember 23d, 1895, the proabte court 
declared the estate of George Davis 
to be probably insolvent and 
from 


and since that "date, under an order 
of the probate court,1 no commission- 
ers have been appointed as authorized 
by statute. Administrator Holcomb 
has acted in the place of such com- 
missioners to receive and allow claims 
of creditors against the estate and to 
return to the probate court a list of 
all claims that have been laid before 
him, with the sum allowed by him on 
each. 
Plaintiff further alleges that 


on or about March 5th, 1890, he had 
on deposit to his credit in the Farm- 
ers' National bank J|of this city the 
sum of 812,000, and on that date J. 
L. Watkins, who was vice-president 
and managing officer of the bank, 
with the knowledge and at the re- 
quest of George Davis, charged plain- 
tiff's account with the sum of 812,000 
and credited it to the account of 
George Davis & Co., which firm con- 
sisted of George Davis alone and 
which amount so credited was used 
and inured to the benefit of Davis; 
that en or about the 5th day of 
March, 1390, George Davis 
doing 


business as George Davis & Co., ex 
ecuted his check'payable to the order 
of the plaintiff for the sum of S12.000 
charged against plaintiff as aforesaid; 
that the bank agreed to pay plaintiff 
the check and credit him with the 
sum on the books of the bank; that 
afterwards the bank 
became 
in- 


solvent and on February 8th, 1896, 
David Armstrong was appointed re- 
ceiver by the comptroller of the cur- 
rency of the United States and is now 
and has been since engaged in wind- 
ing up the affairs of the bank; that 
August 5th, 1896, plaintiff presented 
uis°claim to Receiver Armstrong,who 
on September 23d, 1896, rejected the 
claim, which plaintiff claims is .the 
date at which his right of action ac- 
crued. 


Plaintiff further avers that on May 


26th, 1898, lie presented to Adminis- 
trator Holcomb a written statement 
of his claim and demanded an en- 
dorsement of allowance thereon, but 
the administrator on June loth, 189S, 
refused this endorsment and endorsed 
thereon his rejection and disallow- 
ance. 
The petition from this point alleges 


that Mr. Holcomb, acting in the place 
of commissioners, has filed with the 
probate court a list of the debts and 
claims against the estate and that 
more than thirty days has elapsed 
since the return was made and the 
probate court has not made an order 
of distribution on the return, that

to tue American Terms. 


Washington, Aug. 8.— The officials at 


Washington, although as yet without 
official confirmation of the report from 
Paris that the Spanish government has 
decided to accept the terms laid down 
by the United States as essential to 
the negotiations of a treaty of peace, 
are proceeding under the conviction 
that the end has come and are giving 
attention to the steps to be taken next. 


In view of the delay in coming to 


this conclusion the idea was beginning 
to prevail that- the Spanish govern- 
ment was about to enter a plea In 
abatement, and that the answer would 
alffiin be inconclusive. 


In this case the president was dis- 


posed to deal firmly with the issue; to 
£lve notice that our proposals were 
withdrawn and to let it be understood 
that when Spain again sued for peace 
the conditions would be more severe 
than those first laid down. 


If the Spanish answer should embody 


»n 
effort 
to secure any 
material 


change In the conditions it will meet 
with prompt rejection. 


Some reference has been made in the 


dispatches of British newspape'rs to a 
desire on the part of the Spanish gov- 
erfiment to Include in the preliminary 
agreement a clause exempting it from 
liability for the Cuban debt. 


The formal statement of the points 


of the United States' note given out 
from the White House made no refer- 
ence to this subject and it cannot be 
known as yet whether or not the full 
text shows anything more. 


But presuming that 
no 
reference 


whatever is made to the Cuban debt, 
It is passible the subject may be re- 
garded as one that should be treated 
by the peace commissioners who are 
to meet later to frame 
the 
treaty 


which, of course, will embody many, 
details that are left untouched in the 
main proposition, though cabinet of- 
ficers have authorized the statement 
that no part of the Cuban or Porto 
Rican debts would be assumed by the 
United States. 


No Undue Delay. 


Based npon the reports of the pro- 


gress being made at Madrid towards 
returning the answer of Spain it was 
calculated by the department officials 
that the formal note could not be de- 
livered to the president before Mon- 
day, and that was also the belief of 
the French ambassador. 


From the length of time consumed

afternoon -with the ambassador in pos- 
session of the United States' note. 


Should the Spanish answer be an un- 


conditional 
acceptance of our terms 


some negotiation may be necessary to 
agree upon the steps to be taken to 
give effect to the agreement. 


So far as can be learned it has not 


yet been determined how this shall be 
done. There are two ways open. 


The first is a military capitulation 


by the captain generals of Cuba and 
Porto Rico which 
will immediately 


place the American military or naval 
commanders In technical occupation of 
the islands and enable them to carry 
out in their own way and in their 
nwn time the embarkation of the Span- 
ish armies in the islands. 


The question as to whether they shall 


be permitted to carry off their arms is 
not now as material as it was in the 
case of the surrender of General Tor- 
al's forces at Santiago, where, occur- 
ring in the midst of the campaign, 
there was a necessity for securing the 
moral effect of compelling the Spanish 
soldiers to lay down their arms. 


Might Grant .1 Concession. 


Spain having succumbed it might be 


urged that this United States might 
grant a concession on thic point to 
Spanish pride without fear of having 
the action attributed to fear of the 
consequeifces of a refusal. 


This would not apply, however, tr. 


the volunteers who might elect to re- 
main in Cuba, as it would not be pru- 
dent to allow so large a body of men 
to carry arms without restraint in' the 
days of reconstruction, when delicate 
nnd difficult matters of internal policy 
are to be settled and ijew methods ap- 
plied to the government of the islands. 


The second method by which the 


preliminary peace agreement might be 
formally executed would he by a pro- 
tocol to be signed by a representative 
of the president—probably Secretary 
Day in this case—and by M. Camhcu 
in behalf of the Spanish government. 


It was by Just such an agreement 


as this, known aa the Gushing protocol, 
that war with Spain was averted as 
a result of the Virginius affair. 
This 


course having the weight of precedent 
may be adopted in this case. 


It is probable that in the Philippines ' 


the greatest difficulty will be met in 
putting the agreement into effect on 
account of the attitude of the insur- 
gents, but General Merritt is now gain- 
ing in strength daily and probably 
will be in position to meet any emer- 
gency. 


General Wade's reinforcements for 


General Miles are going forward re- 
gardless of the progress of peace nego- 
tiations. The agreement to negotiate 
a treaty of peace does not necessarily 
carry with it a cessation of hostilities. 


In the case of the Mexican war it 


was a month after the peace negotia- 
tions began before hostilities were de- 
clared to be closed and if it is desirable 
these reinforcements may be inter- 
cepted 
and 
returned to the United 


States after they sail. 


Secretary Ale:«r'* Plans. 


The present plans of Secretary Alger 


all contemplate that they shall leave 
the United States, especially as it is 
felt that with the practical field ex- 
perience they will acquire in Porto 
Rico under favorable climatic condi- 
tions they will make good material to 
use both there and in Cuba in carry- 
ing out the government's reconstruc- 
tion policies. 


Secretary Alger ia apprehensive that 


the small wharfage recources of San- 
tiago will seriously retard the execu- 
tion of the department's orders for the 
speedy return to the United States of 
Shafter's army corps. 


With the Spanish steamers coming 


in to take away the surrendered army 
of General Toral, -which must be first 
removed before it will be safe to with- 
draw the wheel of the American force, 
It is going to be difficult to embark 
the latter without incurring danger of 
a severe congestion in the unhealthy 
town.

Madrid, Aug. 3.—After having com- 


pletely approved

United States, which, it is said, ac- 
cepts the American conditions, the 
cabinet council adjourned. 


The reply was telegraphed to Senor 


Leon y Castillo, the Spanish ambassa- 
dor to France, Sunday night so that 
M. Cambon, the French ambassador at 
Washington, should receive it at once. 


Her majesty, the queen regent, ap- 


proved the general lines of the reply 
of Spain to America's peace terms, 
which Senor Sagasta explained to her. 


The government believes that the 


United States will accept Spain's ans- 
wer, which will certainly reach the 
White Houae by Tuesday. 


As a consequence 
of the 
United 


States accepting the reply, hostilities 
will immediately afterwards be sus- 
pended. . 


From a well informed source it is 


learned that while Spain's answer to 
the American peace terms does not 
discuss the four bases which the United 
States makes an essential preliminary 
to peace, and which 
Spain 
accepts 


without reservation, it points out that 
in order to avoid the definite negotia- 
tions being in any way complicated by 
incidents of the war, it is expedient to 
agree beforehand to a suspension of 
hostilities. 


It is reported that Duke Almodovar 


de Rio, the minister of foreign affairs, 
and Monsignor Merry Del Val, Spanish 
ambassador to the Vatican, will be se- 
lected to represent Spain in the nego- 
tiations. 


The answer of the Spanish govern- 


ment declares that Spain cannot dia- 
cuss the American proposals, hut only 
accepts them because they are Imposed 
on her by force. 


Only a few unessential changes in 


the American demands were asked for 
and it is not expected that President 
•McKinley will refuse them. 


A commission composed of Spaniards 


and Americans will decide the question 
of the Cuban debt, the dates and man- 
ner of evacuating 
Cuba and Porto 


Rico and the protection o£ Spaniards 
and Spanish interests in these places. 


The commission will 
also decide 


whether Spain is to be allowed to with- 
•draw her artillery and the remainder 
of her arms and ammunition from the 
colonies, while the question of the 
future of the Philippines will be set- 
tled by tlie same body. 
. 'Treaty will 
be 
signed subject to 


approval by the cortes, which will be 
convoked immediately. 
The cabinet 


council will at once appoint Spanish 
commissioners to meet the Americans 
to arrange as to the future ol the 
Philippines and other details.
